3.  For  transit,  from  West  to  East,  through 
the  Provisional  Districts  of  Alberta  and  As¬ 
siniboia,  and  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  via 
Emerson  or  Gretna,  to  the  State  of  Minne¬ 
sota,  neat  cattle  may  be  allowed  to  cross  the 
Canadian  frontier  at  the  points  of  Fort  Walsh 
and  Fort  McLeod  aforesaid,  subject  to  the 
regulations  hereinafter  recited. 

4.  At  Emerson,  such  cattle  coming  from 
the  East  sliall  not  be  allowed  to  cross  the 
Canadian  frontier  unless  after  inspection  by 
a  duly  authorized  vetei inary  surgeon,  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  they 
shall  be  declared  free  from  contagious  disease, 
and  also  from  well-founded  suspicion  thereof  ;
